Having purchased a quantity of 
land Samuel Polk employed him- 
aelf in its cultivation; following, 
a t intervals, the occupation of sur­ 
veyor.

did he assist his father in the 
management of the farm, but was 
also his almost constant companion 
in his surveying excursions.
